What part* of the fntHmajfenaj appdcaiton may be amended? 

Under Article 1 9, only the claims may be amended 

During the international phase* the claims may also be amended (or further amended) under Article 34 before 
the International Preliminary Examining Authorfy. The description and (tarings may only be amended under 
Article 34 before the international Examining Authority, 

Upon entry Into the national phase, aJJ parts of the international application may be amended under Article 28 
or, where applicable, Article 41.

INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 ^ 

The applicant has, after having received the interna£ahal search report, one opportune to amend the claims of the *J 
international application. It should however be emphasized that, sine* all parts of the intematkmai applied ion (claims, 
description and drawings) may be emended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to ffie amendments of the claims under Article f 9 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
tor the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international pbufication. 
Furthermore, ft should be err^hasizedthat prnvfebnal protection (a avaflabb in some States only.

When? Wftrdn 2 months from the date of transmittal of the international search report or 16 months from the priority 

date, whichever time limit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the amendments will be considered 
as having been received on time if they are meowed by the International Bureau after the expiration of the 
apptfeabto time Hmlt but before the completion of the technical preparations for international publication 
(Rule 46.1). 



Where not to file the amendments? 

The amendments may only be Red with the International Bureau and not with the receiving Office or the 
International Seeichtng Authority (Rule 46.2), 

Where a demand tor International preliminary examination haa been /is filed, see beta w. 



How? Either by canotffing one or more entire claims, by adtfng one or more new claims or by amending the text of 

one or more of the claims as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the claims which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differ* from the sheet originatfy fifed, 

AO the claims appearing on a repJaoemerit sheet must be numbered In Arabic numerals. Wham a ctaim b 
cancelled, no renumbering of the ether claims is required m all cases where claims ore renumbered, they must 
be renumbered conaeouSvefy (Administrative rnstruofions, Section 205(b)). 

Th* amendments must be made In the language In which the International application is to be published. 



What documents mtjsfmay accompany the amendments? 
Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be Buhmffied with a tetter. 

The letter will not bo pubfehad w2h fro international application and me amended daims. Jt should not be 
confused with the 'statement under Article 1 9(1 )" (ace below, under "Statement under Article 19(1)7 

The letter must bs In English or French, at tho choice of the applicant. However, tf the language of the 
mtortiatfonaj application Is English, the tetter must be in English; If the language of the international application 
fcj French, the tetter must be In French,

It may no) contain any disparaging comments on the International search report or the relevance of dtatlona 
contained In that report Reference to c&aiions, relevant to a given damt, contained in the international search 
report may be made only in connection w&h an amendment of that olaim. 



Consequence If a demand for International preliminary examination has already been filed 

If, at the tma of fiing any amendments under Article 1 9, a demand for intern alio naJ preliminary examination 
has already been submitted, the applicant must preferably, at the same time of ftfng the amendments with the 
International Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments with the International Preliminary Examining 
Authorty (see Rule 62.2(a), first sentence). 

Consequence wttfa regard to translation of the International application tor entry fnto the national phase 

The appteanfs attention ts drawn to the fact that, where upon entry into the national phase, a translation of the 
daims as amended under Aitide 19 may have to be furnished to the dea^natadfeleeted Offices, instead of, or 
in addition to, the translation of the claims as filed.
